JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 23.—The 
Democratic State Convention was called to 
order at 8:30 and for nearly fifteen 
consecutive hours remained in session, only 
adjourning at 10 o’clock this morning. All 
through the night the Legislative hall was a 
scene of frantic excitement and uproar oc- 
casioned by the bitterness of feeling created 
between the candidates. Promises had been 
made liberally, but the votes could not be de- 


ceived, the defegted aspirants for State offi- 
ces Work witha lil to Wreak vengeance on 
these to whom they attribute theirslaughter.

DETROIT, MICH., July 23.—A terribie ac- 
cident occurred about 10 o’clock last evening 
on the Detroit River, some nine miles below 
this city. The excursion steamer Garland, 
with 1,200 persons on board, under the aus- 


pices of the Detroit Moulders’ Union, 
while going down the river, 
collided with the steam yacht 


Mamie, coming up cutting her in two so 
that she almost instantly sank. The latter 
had on board twenty-four persons, consisting 
mainly of Father Bleyenbergh, pastor of Trin- 
ity Roman Catbolic Church of this city, 
anda number of acolyte boys and othe s 
officiating in various capacities in 
the service of the church. They 
had been on an annual excursion to Monroe, 
and were returning bome. The night was 
bright and moonlight, and there would seem 
to have been no earthly reason save that of 
criminal negligence why the accident should 


bave occurred.

Brings it Safely to Port.

The Voyage, the Crew and How the 
Monolith Was Shipped. 


From the New York Herald. |] 

The agony is ended, and Cleopatra's Needle 
lies safe and unbroken upoa the bosom of the 
For Lieutenant Commander 
Gorringe and his men, however, there will be 
no real thanksgiving until the obelisk shal! 
¢tand erect once more upon its ancient pedes- 
tal. In the drizzling rain of yesterday morn- 
ing, aud when the Health Officer had descend - 
ed her companionway, the Dessoug hove her 
anchor and steamed leisurely up to the city. 
A black and ponderous craft is she, that used 
to carry Egyptian troops and mails twixt Ori- 
ental ports before she was purchased by her 
present commander. She excited mueh curi- 
osity down the bay. Though it is easy to dis- 
cern ber English pattern, somehow the eastern 
voyages have partly worn away her 
European _— birthmarks. Whenever her 
name and mission could be _ recog- 
nized there was sure to follow an exchange 
of salutes. The Staten Island ferryboat 
Northford was the first to greet her, and hun- 
dreds of passengers waved their hats and 
handkerchiefs in passing, and scrutinized her 
heavy sides as if they could peer through 
upon her precious treasure. The Dessoug 
dipped her flag three times ia response. There 
Was no outward sign to tell the world she 
bore the obelisk, yet everybody on the route 
seemed to know it. Below the batterya 
revenue tug puffed up alongside, but con- 
cluded not to take the obelisk through the 
Custom- house. At last the Dessoug dropped 
her anchor in mid- stream off West Twenty- 
third street, and there she will lay until taken 
toa dry-dock for unloading. Many little 
boats with curious passengers came to look at 
her, and Capt. Gorringe will prove himself a 
patient man indeed if he can long maintain the 
atfability toward all that he now displays. 

When Health Officer Smith and Deputy 
Sanborn visited the Dessoug at daylight quite 
anumber of reporters accompanied them. 
The medical inspection was brief; there was 
not even a toothache among them, and Capt. 
Gorringe, having armed the company with tal- 
low candies, led the way tothe depths of his 
vessel, where slept the borrowed mysteries of 
Osiris. Two crabs of bronze, each three feet 
long and less than one in width, and lookin 
very much as if they would like to be burie 
age in, lay at top of the cabin stairway. They 
were somewbat broken up, but have survived 
their two companions, with whom they once 
shared at Alexandria the task & supporting 
the obelisk above its pedestal. This is said 
to bave been a Roman idea, and has led to the 
easy destruction of many otherobelisks. The 
Egyptian builders knew better, but the Ro- 
mans found tbe base of the obelisk in a 
grumbling state and bethought to lend it 
crutches. A few centuries in the history of 
other obelisks have settle. the case of the] :rabs 
and left the columns in a very gouty condi- 
tion. On these two particuiar crabs appear 
Latin aud Greek inscriptions, waich are thus 
translated: 


Inthe eighth year 
ot Cesar Augustus, 
Barbarus, Pretectof Egypt, 
cuused this to be erected, 
Pontius being engineer. 


take of 1,500 years thatthe American press 
made in estimating the age of their obelisk. 
He produced authorities who distinctly re- 
member that the obelisk Was constructed in 
the reign of ‘ThothmesIl.. about 1,560 years 
before the Christian era, and not twen - 
three years before, as the American pub- 
fie was led to believe.

Captain Gorriage’s autiorities agree 
in one particular with our own—to the effect 
that Cleopatra had no claim whatever o 
these needles, as she died six years before 
their erection. 
EXAMINING THE PEDESTAL. 

„May Ltrouble jycu, please, to uncover all 
dhe hatches?” said the ca ptain to his seamen 
when the party descended tothe main deck 
and found it uncomfortably dark and close. 
‘The smaller pieces of stone—none of them 
very emal) for our times, \hough—were stored 
ulopg the middle of the deck. There were 
perbaps fifty altogether recovered from the 
Hause of the obelisk, and ail of them have been 
previously described in the Herald from ex- 
pert examination. 

If you Jet many Americans down here and 
don’t watch them you will soon have no stones 
left,“ said a visitor. 

„Jou mean they will chip them,“ ac- 
knowledged the Captain; but it is consol- 
ing to know they are very hard to chip. Over 
there, for instance, is a block of Syenite 
grapite Which we don’t know howto handle 
jn our times. Wecan quarry it, but cannot 
do the finer cutting afterward. There are 
only two other pieces from the Syene quarries 
on board—the pedestal and the column itself. 
‘Then there is a white stone of a most peculiar 
description. Wherever you break itiyou find 
a spotiess milky hue.’’ 

Tue huge pedestal was set so well down in 
stowing that it could not be well observed. 
It weighs in the neighborhood of forty tons. 
The cube andthe square stones that have 
exercised the Masonic mind so much attracted 
a large degree of attention from the visitors. 
There was another piece whose surface is 

artiy rough, ood smooth ond partly pol- 

bed. This has been thought by some to 
symbolize some degrees of Masonry—appren- 
tice, companion and master. The visitors 
now stood close by the forward hatchway 
and large drops of rain began pattering 
through. 

„must trouble you again to cover all these 
hatches, ’’ said the Captain to his men, and it 
was remarkable how cheerfully they compli- 
4d with his wishes. 

TNE GREAT COLUMN. 

Down a rather unreliable ladder to the very 
boitom of the hold the Captain led his visi- 
tors to view the chef d*wurre of his collection 
—the obelisk itseif. Itstretched its mighty 
form along the keelsons from the very nose of 
the Dessoug back past the center, where the 
base, eight feet square, almost touched the 
deck above. It is seventy feet in length, tive 
and a balf feet square at the apex and weighs 
nearly two Lundred tons. Noother piece of 
the relic sbares the bold withit, and it was 
hard to conceive that the — had not been 
built round the obelisk, until the Captain ex- 
plained how the plating of the starboard bow 
was removed and the great stone rolled in on 
cannon balls, which even then lay under the 
visitors’ feet. A tour around the column 
brought many a curious explanation from the 
Captain regarding the hierogiyphies on its 
two visible sides. Itrested on pieces of soft 
wood that were in turn supported by eight 
heayy iron ties. During the whole voyage 
the obelisk bad not budged an inch from its 
original place, which, on second thought, 
seems quite as lucky for the sbippers as it was 
creditable to their skill. 

Ascending once more to the main deck some 
of the sailors were found cleaning the surface 
of the smali stones, which the Captain said 
was to render them presentable. The rough- 
erstones decayed soonest, he said, and the 
surest way to preserve was to polish them. 

A MOTLEY CREW, 

The quarantine officers returned to their 
tug, and the anchor was being weighed, when 
the reporter found oceasion to examine the 
Dessoug’s crew. A singular lot they were, 
compriring no less than eight distinct nation- 
alities, and mostly shipped at Trieste. Every 
one seemed to know a little something of the 
other languages than his own, and a sort of 
teapot Babel was the acvomplishment. Curi- 
ously enough they all seemed to swear ia de- 
liberate English. The pet of the ship is a lit - 
tle boy from Barbary, whose parents are 
dead, and Capt. Gorringe has brought bim 
ont toree the other side of the hig world he 
dives it.

Capt. Gorringe informed the reporter that 
the work of unshipping the obelisk would be- 
vin as soon as the site was determined upon. 
He believed it would be placed near the 
Museum of Natural History in the park. The 
removal would.occupy a considerable time, 
and would be accomplished by sim- 
ply L the method by which it was put 
on biard. The steamer would be drydocked 
and tbe obelisk lified out upon caisson3, 
thence koisted ashore and moved thereafter 
either on cannon ball) or on a truck made for 
the purpose. It was too early yet for the 
Captain to say much ofthe work of erectiog 
the obelisk, but tbe entire task devolved up nD 
his own shoulders, and he meant to expedite 
matters as much as posible. He has already 
expended $5,000 of his owa funds for what 
has been accomplished, no one else having 
as yet contributed. The promised payment 
of $75,000 by Mr. William H. Vanderbilt will 
ort be due until the monolith has been put in 

ace. 

J There were many visitors to the Dessoug in 
the afternoon, despite the rain, and their 
numbers will doubtless increase in the next 
few days. Surely there are few people who 
will not feel a curious desire to see in their 
midst what 3,300 years ago was a votive offer- 
ing from an Egyptian kiog, centuries aftera 
Roman trophy and to-day an Awerican curi- 
osity. C

How the Younger Poet Sat at the 
Feet of the Elder and Swectly Bored 
Him.

Swinburne has something of the cynicism 
of Byron, and his effusion on the subject of 
ibe contemplated cenotaph in the Abbey re- 
minds one forcibly of a passage in Landor’s 

„Imaginary Conversations,“ in which Byron 

is covertly alluded to. Alcibiades was not 

thought much of by bis fellow citizens, we 
are told, till one day he went into the market 
place and bawled out, There is no God.“ 

People then began to whisper that there was 

something in the lad. Taere are things in 

him,“ quotb one, as strong as hell and 
as original as siu. “ Then Al- 
cibiades insulted a venerable philos- 
opher, who had long filled a post of trust to 
tue general satisfaction, and at length his rep- 
utation was assured. Swinburne is a warm 
admirer of Browning; Browning a qualified 
admirer of Swinburue. The elder poet once 
metthe younger at a railway station and 
shook his umbrella at him exclaiming; “Au, 
you foolish boy, Why will you so degrade such 

— talent?“ Ifthe truth must be told, 

this is but a modified version of Browning’s 

actual words, Which were rather too strong 
for print. One day Swinburne called on 

Browning, wbo received bim courteously and 

bade him be seated, much marveling the 

while why he carried with him a small foot- 
stool. The mystery was soon cleared up, for 

Swinburne laid the foot-stoo!l at Browning’s 

feet and sat himself thereupon. He could not 

arregate equality with a master of the divine 
art. His sole ambition was to 
sit at his feet. Browpbing was 
profoundly bored, and in mortal fear that 
somebvdy might call and become a spectator 
of the interview. lle knew bis visitor well 
tene ugh to understand that the latter would 
not budge for any intruder. It speaks vol- 
umes for Browning’s urbrnity that he con- 
versed patiently and composedly with 
the erratic one for the Space of an hour; then

take « bint—his nerves gave way. ‘‘And

Browning assured him that he would do any- 

thing in his power to ber service to him.

TANNER GROWING SHORTER. 


The Discovery That For a Time 
Astonished the Doctors. 


- 


A Man’s Backbone May be Shortened 
Two or Three Inches—The Fast- 
er's Condition . 


From Wednesday's New York Sun. 


The curious fact that Dr. Tanner has lately 
been increasing in weighton his diet of air 
und water was totally eclipsed yesterday by 
the discovery that he has been diminishing 
very much in height. When he began his 
fast be measured 5 feet 5 1-2 inches. Yester- 
day he stood up to the measuring rod, and 
the crown of his head touched the metallic 
al m at only 5 feet 3 1-2 inches. The doctors 
and other spectators looked at one another in 
astonishment. Then the former undertook 
to explain it. They said that between each 
of the twenty-four vertebræ which make up 
the spinal column, or backbone, there is a 
layer of cartilage varying from one-eighth to 
one-quarter of an inch ina thick- 
ness. These cartilaginous tissues, they 
said, were always the first to suffer when a 
person does not receive nourishment, from 
the fect that they are not supplied with blood 
vessels and have to depend entirely upon ab- 
sorption. For the same reason a poorly nour- 
ished person always bas dull eyes, because 
the cornea of a healthy eve must be perfectly 
transparent, and in order to be transparent 
it must be devoid of blood vessels. It was 
said that the shrinkage of the twenty-three 
layers of cartilage between the bones of the 
vetebral column was undoubtedly the cause 
of the curious phenomenon of a man’s height 
diminishing two inches within three weeks. 

Yesterday was one of Dr. Tanner’s dull 
days, but he expects to be agood deal better 
to-day. He passed most of the time lying on 
his cot, conversed but little, but did not show 
the irritable temper which frightened the 
casual visitors a week or soago. In appear- 
ance he has changed but little, his cheeks still 
being tinged with a rosy hue, and when he 
walked his step was as firm as ever. In the 
morning and againin@the evening he tooka 
long carriage ride. 

Dr. G. M. Hammond, a son of Dr. Wm. A. 
Hammond, called and saw the fasting man 
yesterday. He said he thought the faster 
must be a man of wonderful endurance, 
although the end of the forty days’ fast was 
still far in the distance. 

Dr. Tanner’s correspondence is becoming 
voluminous. At each delivery of the mail he 
receives from thirty to forty letters. They 
come from all parts of the country and from 
all sorts of persons. Many of them are writ- 
teninrhyme. E. A. W., “ of Brooklyn, told 
the following about a lady acquaintance of his: 

Not over fifty miles from New York re- 
sides a lady acquaintace of mine who, some 
time ago, was taken seriously ill. She could 
pot retain food in her stomach, and the doc- 
tors gave her up for a gone case. She became 
greatly emaciated. Finally she took to drink- 
ing lime water and spring water strongly 
impregnated with iron, since which she has 
been getting stronger every day. 

A person signing himself ‘*Darwin’’ con- 
tributed the following:

He 
advocated a vegetable diet. A boarding- 
house had been opened on his principles of 
bygiene in Brattle street, Boston. While I 
was boarding there I concluded to try the ex- 
periment of doing without liquids, for the 
purpose of proving or disproving the asser- 

ion of Dr. Graham, that man does not need 


6 drink if he will live on vegetable food and 


avoid all stimulating condiments.’’ 

For twenty-one days, in the month of July, 
no fluid of any kind entered my mouth. I 
never suffered from thirst in the least. I did 
not change my habits in any respect, except 
in diet, which was as follows: Boiled corn- 
meal, rice, tapioca, sago, boiled wheat, boiled 
oatmeal, boiled oi baked potatoes, beets, peas, 
green corn, unbolted wheatmeal bread, maple 
syrup, apples, peaches, berries avd melons. 

The following articles were not tasted of, 
neither were they cooked in the food: Pep- 
per, mustard, salt, vinegar, milk, butter; 
no fish, fowl, or meats of any kind. 

I think I could have prolonzed the experi- 
— indefinitely. My health remained per- 

ect. 

A postal card contained the following in- 
formation: 

You are something beyond comparison at 
fasting so long. I can hardly believe my own 
eyes when I read the papers and see the days 
rolling up of the great task that you are uc- 
complishing. Now, what I want to sayis 
this: We havea young kitten which has not 
eaten anything for twenty days; but still she 
lives, a mere skeleton in form, but seems to 
be strong, and has perfect use of its limbs. 

After reading the above D. Tanner said it 
counted for nothing, as the writer forgot to 
say whether or not the eat was watched. The 
following lines are from a long poem“ ad- 
dressed to the fasting man: 


Ip the world of spirits we are told 
No worldly thiug can enter; 

Whether it comes in shapeot Or- 
Thodox or bold Dissenter. 


It must be purified and clean, 
Behiud it all sins leaving, 

Before within that happy land 
Its full reward receiving. 


And should you join that happy throng 
M hile you refrain from eating, 

I feel assured that.1ou'll receive 
A very kindly greeting. 


The spirits all with one accord

The Sugar Cane in Louisiana. 
{Port Gibson (Miss.) Cor. New Orleans Democrat. |] 


The sugar region of the upper coast, except 
the extreme upper end, was passed during 
Thursday night; therefore it is impossible to 
speak from actual observation of the crops as 
to its condition; but information from planters 
intercsted was to the effect that the cane was 
fine, work nearly finished, and the fields 
flourishing. One planter stated that his cane 
‘was *‘bigher than a man on horseback three 
weeks ago. The average sugar planter, of 
course, considers that very good for high.“ 
Tne Democrat’s representative had just pass- 
ed through about seventy miles of the 
cosst sugar region, and considered, from 
actual observation, that the crops there- 
in were better and comparatively larger for 
the season than thev have been since 1868. 
Your Western Louisiana correspondent re- 
ports them as particularly fine in that section 
of the State: hence, it looks as if the estimate 
of 300,000,000 pounds, lately made, was nota 
wild calculation, but one within the scope of 
probabilities, if the weather Probadilities“ at 
Washington permit Louisiana alate, mild fall 
and freedom from frost until the latter part 
of December. From what could be learned, 
the loss of labor by colored emigration has not 
been so great in the middle cotton parishes as 
it bas been in the sugar parishes of the State. 
It is wortby of note that from all over the 
sugar region there have been complaints of 
a great scarcity of labor this season. The few 
cotton planters with whom your correspondent 
conversed stated thatthe present supply of 
labor in their respective localities wai suffi- 
cient for cultivation, but thought the avail- 
able force now on hand not large eneugh for 
picking.

Nov to Clean the Floor. 
From the Woman's Journal. 


If you have a pemted floor keep soap and 
cab suds cff of it, for it spots the brightness 
of the paint, makes it soft and then it peels 
off, leaving the floor looking worse than if it 
bed not been painted. ; 

If your floor has not heen painted, keep 
soap off of it, for it gives it a dirty, gr my loox 
and keeps growing worse all the time. Just 
take clean, hot water, put a teaspoonful of 
spirits of ammonia into a three gallon pale of 
water, stir it, and with a clean, long-handled 
mop rubthe floor all over, then wipe it off 
with clean water. It will take a little while 
to get the gray out of the boards, but it will 
come out afier a time, and you will fiad it far 
easier to keep your floor white and nice than 
wLen it was cleaned with soap or suds. 


Some Choice Receipts. 


The following tried receipts are given in the 
Confectioner’s Journal as the best for bakers’ 
and confectioners’ use: 


ROYAL PLUM CAKE.—One pound of fl»ur, 
oLe atda balf teaspoonfuls of royal baking 
powder, a Intle salt, quarter of a pound eacn 
of butter, sugar end currants, two eggs, and 
balf a pint of milk. 


Cross BUNS Proceed as for plain buns, 
acdipg a litile ground coriander seed: make a 
cross cn the top of each bun with the back of 
a knife, or with atin made on purpose; this 
must be done before baking. 


BaTH BuNns.—Half an ounce of German 
yeast made into a sponge as for plain buns, 
balf a pound of flour, quarter of a pound of 
butter; mix the whole lightly together with 
six yelbs of eggs and a little milk. When 
proved and ready, work in a quirter of a 
peund of rough broken loaf sugar; lay them 
out on a buite red bakiog sheet in the shave of 
arok, put afew comfits on the top of each 
and bake in a sbarp oven. 


RIcE PUDDING PLAIN BAKED.—Wasb a 
large cupful of rice in cold water, boil it in 
water for six minutes, drain off the wa er, and 
put the rice on iu a pintanda half of milk: 
let it boil until soft, stirring occasionally to 
prevent its burning; when done, put itinto a 
basin, stir in a pat of butter, and when cold 
add four eges, a littie ground cinnamon, 
grated nutmeg and lemon zest; sweeten to 
taste, and brke ina buttered pudding dish, 
in a moderate oven, putting a few hits of but- 
terovertbe pudding. When done, sefve 
with a dust of sugar. 


PLAIN BuUNS.—One pound and a half of 
flour, tive ounces of butter, the same of 
pounded sugar and one ounce and a half of 
German yeast; set arponge with the yeast, 
viz: Mix it with a littie tepid water and a lit- 
tle flour for a quarter of an hour, then add the 
sponge to the above mixture, work it smooth 
i benny your hand and replace it in the basin to 
rise for about two hours; mould them into the 
form of balls, place on slightly buttered bak- 
ing sheets, prove them light and bake offia a 
sharp oven. Currant or seed buns can be 
made with the same mixture.

With such outspoken 
Union men as Woodson, Hardin, Phelps 
and Crittenden in the gubernatorial chair 
from 1872 to 1884—or ever since the advent 
of the Democracy to power—even

Republicans may hesitate to charge 
that Democracy in Missouri means 
Confederacy. Colt Crittenden will make 


an excellent Governor, and his nomination 
was an act for which the Confederate ele- 
ment of the party deserves special credit. 
Mr. Robert A. Campbell, the candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor, is no relation of 
the late millionaire of the same name, 
but a Pike county politician of talent 
and ability who came to this city some 
years ago, and now represents it in the 
Legislature. The position of Lieutenant- 
Governor is purely an honorary one, in- 
volving no fixed duties, except the presid- 
ing over the Senate during three months of 
every two years, and the place of the Gov- 


ernor, in case he dies or resigns. 
These contingencies are improbable, 
however, as Colonel Crittenden’s 
health is excellent. Mr. Campbell 


will wear his title gracefully, preside with 
dignity over the Senate, and make himself 
generally agreeable. 

The nomination of Mr. Ray for the Su- 
preme Court we regard as a mistake. We 
know nothing whatever about Mr. Ray’s 
legal qualifications, and say nothing upon 
this point. But there are many reasons 
why at least one of the five Judges 
of the Supreme Court should be a 
jurist from St. Louis, and one of 
conspicuous ability. Mr. Martin would 
have made an excellent successor of Judge 
Napton. As it now stands, not one of the 
five judges of the Supreme Court is from 
St. Louis. 

The nomination of Mr. Chappell for the 
treasury is excellent. Mr. Chappell isa 
gentleman residing at Jefferson City, of 
the highest honor and character, and with 
the experience of a banker. Chap- 


pell means a complete change of the 


unfortunate influences that have so long 
surrounded the State treasury. 

Mr. Walker will probably make a good 
Auditor and certainly is an honest, pure 
mao. 

Mr. McGrath has already nroven his flt- 
ness for the position of Secretary of 
State. } 

Mr. McCulloch is well spoken 
of and will fill the unimportant 
office of Register of Lands as well as any- 
body else. 

Mr. Pratt is at present, and has been for 
years, Clerk of the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, and his nomination seems in 
the line of promotion and civil service 
reform. 

Dan. McIntyre, the candidate for At- 
torney-General, is a good lawyer, a gentle- 
man of character and ability, who has had 
experience as a member of the Legislature 
and Speaker of the House. 

It does not make much difference, so far 
as the election of a Democratic ticket in 
this State is concerned, whether it is weak 


| or strong. It is all the more creditable, for 
that very reason, ‘if the party acts with wis- 
dom and is not led into temptation by ex- 
cessive power. The ticket just put up, 
upon the whole, is a very good one. 
The convention just adjourned has, 
take it all in all, shown excellent jadg- 
ment and wisdom.

THE EASTERN QUKSTION. 

The Eastern question is again coming to 
a head, and within a very few days we may 
expecta renewal of the controversy over 
the debatable land. Albania and Monte- 
negro are already at war, the principalities 
are in a blaze, Austria is looking greedily 
toward Novi-Bazar, Russia still holds fast to 
her doctrine of Pan-Slavism and the 
Turco-Grecian frontier will yet plunge 
all Europe into war. The significant 
refusal of Hobart Pasha to lead the Turkish 
fleet against Greece proves that England’s 
ultimatum has been given in earnest, and 
that the Porte will have to confront its 
only friend in Europe if it holds to its 
present course. The Peace with Honor 
that Beaconsfield brought home from Bertin 
has proved to be only atruce. The con- 
ditions of the problem have been changed 
a little, but the problem itself remains, 
and Great Britain is called upon to 
solve it in a manner inteusely 
distasteful to itself and directly against its 
traditional policy. The squalid rule of 
the Sultan has fe:t:red and cankered the 
fairest country on the earth and made it an 
anomaly and a disgrace in Europe. Every 
right-thinking man knows that the sooner 
the Turk is driven back into Asia the better 
it will be for civilization and the world. 
Wealth-producing millions ought to fill the 
land upon which the Osman has encamped ; 
but Western jealousy and greed have so far 
stopped the course of manifest destiny, 
and the Sick Man has years of feverish life 
yet before him. The English peeple be- 
lieve, whether rightly or wrongly does not 
matter, that after Turkey is lost, India will 
go; once the direct road to the Eastis in 
hostile hands their oriental possessions 
will slip from their grasp, and for the 
friendly independence of the Porte they 
will stake much and lose much. Different 
ephemeral policies may sway the British 
empire to-day and to-morrow, but to the 
cardinal principle embodied in this idea 
they will hold fast; and if the Russian 
bug-bear frightens this new Ministry 
from their seats history will be only repeat- 
ing itself. Once before in this century 
England and Turkey were ranged against 
each other, and at the battle of N avarino 
in 1827 the Mussulman's naval power was 
broken up. Holy Russia stepped in, in pur- 
suance Of manifest destiny, and all the 
world knows how soon a peace was patched 
up and a solid front shown to the common 
enemy. This will be done again if Russia 
stirs in the present complication; and that 
she will move, who can doubt? Outside of 
the historicalidea which has precipitated 
the Slav upon the Turk during the last two 
centuries, a war would just now 
be a God-send to the house of 
Romanoff. It would be a dynastic struggle 
fought out beneath the walls of Constanti- 
nople, and if the armies of the Czar would 
bring home victory upon their eagles we 
would hear very little of Nihilism and rev- 
olution for some time to come. Russia is 
not fit for war perhaps, and the result may 
be disastrous, but for the hope of twenty 
years of domestic peace Alexander would 
take the chances and fight bitterly to the 
end. 

When the war does come it will settle 
something. The treaty of Berlin was at 
best a makeshift, a compromise which sat- 
isfied nobody, which removed one set of 
questions and substituted other more 
dangerous problems for future arbitra- 
ment. If that arbitrament is coming now 
Europe will be shaken to its center before 
the final decision is rendered. 


ST. LOUIS AND WHEAT EXPORTS. 

The fact that there came to this market 
nearly 600,000 bushels of wheat in the first 
two days of this week is worthy of notice, 
as it indicates the rapid development of 
our large grain exporting trade. The re- 
ceipt of 100,000 bushels of wheat here in a 
single day ten years ago would have de- 
pressed the market from five to ten cents a 
bushel. Monday we received 385,000 bush- 
els, and the market was higher. 
The difference between now and ten 
years ago is that we then had no outlet for 
eur wheat except to the millers here at 
home, whereas now we are crowded with 
orders from foreign ports. This exporting 
trade commenced three years ago with the 
completion of the jetties at the mouth of 
the Mississippi. It took some time to 
make it clear to the maritime world that 
we had water deep enough to permit ships 
of heavy tonnage to come up to New Or- 
leans; but now they have learned it, and 
the New Orleans harbor is crowded with 
vessels as it was before the war. The 
prospect now is that we shall export 
more wheat from here during the months 
of July and August this year than we did 
during the whole of last year. Foreign 
buyers are ready and anxious to buy at 
present prices,and all the shipping tonnage 
running regularly between New Orleans 


and Liverpool is engaged for at least forty 


. 


days ahead. Our barges, which have been 
largely increased in number since last year, 
are kept busily engaged at highly remuner- 
ative rates, and the grain elevators are 
taxed beyond their capacity. The expor- 
tation of grain from St. Louis by the 
Mississippi River has really set in 
most earnestly and is swelling to 
enormous proportions. We now see but 
the beginning. Who can forecast its mighty 
growth during the next ten years? Itis al- 
ready demonstrated that wheat can be sent 
from St. Louis to Liverpool by way of 
the Mississippi Rfver cheaper than from any 
other important grain market in the West, 
or by any other route. St. Louis and 
Chicago are the great rivals in the 


grain trade. Now compare the advant 


ages of these two cities in the ex- 
porting trade. Chicago can send grain by 
lake to Buffalo and thence to the seaboard 
by canal, or all the way to the seaboard by 
rail. St. Louis must send by rail or 
by the river. From Chicago to Buffalo 
costs five cents a bushel to transport 
wheat, and from Buffalo to New York by 
canal it costs five cents a bushel more, and 
to get it on the ship it costs one and a half 
cents more, making a total cost of eleven 
and a half cents a bushel to get wheat from 
Chicago on board an ocean vessel. The 
open rate from St. Louis to New Orleans 
by barge is seven and a half cents, the 
elevator costs here about one and a half 
cents a bushel, and the transfer costs at 
New Orleans about half a cent a bushel, 
making a total cost of nime and a half cents 
toget a bushel of wheat from St. Louis 
onto a ship in New Orleans harbor. It 
therefore costs two cents per bushel 
less to get wheat on the ship from 
St. Louis than from Chicago. But then it 
costs about three cents a bushel more to 
get wheat from New Orleans to Liverpool 
than from New York. This, however, is 
more than counter-balanced by the fact 
that it costs more to get wheat to Chicago 
from the principal regions of production 
than to St. Louis. Take Kansas City as an 
illustration. It costs three cents a bushel 
more to ship from there to Chicago than 
to St. Louis. This three cents 
stands against the three cents differ- 
ocean transportation and

still gives 


of two cents a bushel in getting wheat to 


Liverpool. But the difference im our favor 
will eventually be far greater than this, 
though this is enough to give ns all the 
advantage we need, for the river route to 
the sea is new and rates willno doubt be 
much reduced while those by the lakes and 
canals from Chicago have been cut down 
to the very lowest point. The time is 
rapidly approaching when the barges will 
carry wheat from here to New Orleans for 
five cents a bushel. It is known that they 
can do this at a fair profit and competition 
will bring rates down tothis basis. With 
these facts in view there is no reason to 
doubt the splendid future of the grain ex- 
porting trade of this city. 


MARSHAL BAZAINE is lying dangerously 
ill at Madrid, and it is probable that a few 
more days will close the career of the bril- 
liant soldier of fortune, upon whom not so 
very long ago the eyes of the civilized 
world were centered. Francois Achille 
Bazaine was born at Versailles in 1811, and 
although, through family influence, he might 
have easily obtained a commission at first, 
he entered the army asa private in 1831. 
He believed that the old adage that every 
French knapsack carried a Marshal’s 
baton was true, and in his case 
it certainly was so, his baton bear- 
ing the proudly simple legend, ‘‘Simple 
soldat en 1831, Marechal de France en 
1864.“ Bazaine has campaigned in Africa, 
the Crimea, Mexico, Italy and Central Eu- 
rope, he has been in every place where 


of active service thirty-two have 
passed in war. His success up to the fatal 
surrender at Metz was phenomenal, the re- 
sult solely of his cool head and his indom- 
itable pluck. At Metz he unfortunately 
attempted a new role, that of the states. 
man, and his ignominioas failure, his sur- 
render of 160,000 troops and 1,800 pieces 
of artillery blotted out the whole record of 
his life. The court-martial which subse- 
quently tried him,condemned him to death, 
but in consideration of his conspicuous 
gallantry and his many services commuted 
the sentence to twenty years’ imprisonment 
in the fortress of Ile St. Marguerite, with- 
out loss of his military rank. Aided by his 
wife, and probably abetted by the Govern- 
ment, Bazaine escaped and has since been 


a wanderer upon the face of the earth, and 


he now lies dying in a foreign city in pov- 
erty and almost friendless, a melancholy 
commentary upon human affairs. 


It is a creditable reflection upon the re- 
ligious press and people of St. Louis that 
the idiotic development of fanaticism 
which finds expression through what is 
called the Salvation Army“ has found no 
encouragement here. The church organs 
withont exception, characterize the antics 
of these apparently demented persons as 
disgusting exhibitions, and in direct con- 
flict with the organized forms of religion 
as observed in civilized and cultured com- 
munities. The utter silliness and absurdi- 
ty of the ‘Salvation’? ‘methods is 
well illustrated in an border“ issued 


to-day by Jonathan S. Haskell, “General 
Commanding,” and attested by Capt.“ W. 

A. Hyle, ‘“‘Adjatant-General.”’ In this or- 
der we find that Lieut. Col. Harriet N. 

Haskell”? is commanded to mass her 
forces against sin, drunkenness, prosti- 
tution and gambling on the vacant lot cor- 

ner of Thirteenth and St. Charles streets.“ 

Heretofore a variety theater has been used 

by the mountebanks who are conducting 

this business, and it is a pleasing fact to 

note that thus far the only encouragement 

received by them has been the attendance of 

a few fun-loving and curious boys and men 

whose only object was to witness the ex- 

hibition.of the weak-minded persons who 

are willing to attitudinize like monkeys be- 

fore a public audience. The fact that 

„General“ Haskell has been a clown is not 

a surprise. He is a clown now, and a very 

poor one, and we fear he and his lunatic 

followers deserve all the appreciation they 

get, which is none at all. 


ROCHEFORT’S newspaper venture, the 
DRransigeant, sold by the hundred thousand 
for the first couple of days, and is now 
lying utterly dead at the news-venders’ 
stalls. Either he was not hot enough or 
bitter eneugh for the highly-educated 
palate of the French people, or it would 
seem that journalism is not his vocatioh.

Chas, E, Peers Tells How He Was 
Defeated,

Charley Ware Animadverts Upon the 
Southeast How the Nominations 
Are Received by Other 
Visitors. 


The morning train onthe Missouri Pacific 
Railroad brought in about one hundred pas- 
sengers for St. Louis. The sleepy-looking, 
cross and more or less soiled throng were 
received at the Union Depot bya Post: Dis- 
PATCH reporter. There was an absence of 
demijohns and other inspiring packages, so 
conspicuous when the crowds went up early 
in the week. There were a great many 
grumblers in the party this 
morning. The majority of them 
bad left the convention in disgust 
atthe failure of their favorites. The suc- 


cessful workers had, asarule, stayed to see 
ide fun out und celebrate their victories. A 
large number of * of only ward 
reputation and influence were among this 
mornise’s passengers. These people had a 
grievance. On account of 
THE IMMENSE CROWD 

in attendance and the limited accommodations 
for spectators, it was found necessary to is- 
sue tickets of admission to the convention. 
The contingent crowd numbered upwards of 
1,000, and as the lobby would not hold one 
third of that number, of course 
4 great manv were unable to 
secure tickets and failed to get a glimpse of 
the convention. The Central Committee had 
the matter in hand, and each member was 
limited as to the number of tickets. St. Louis, 
of course, had the bexviest representation. 
They alone would fill the chamber in which 
the convention was held. As a consequence 
it was St. Louisans that were principally left, 
and it was the lot of the St. Louis members of 
the committee that was nota happy one, for 
those who failed to get within the gates 
eursed and reviled them exceedingly. 

Every one of the arrivals knew exactly how 
the battle had been fought, but the fact that 
each one claimed the exercise of different in- 
fluences and the formation of different com- 
binations prevents the publication of all their 
views. 

CHAS. E. PEERS. 

One of the passengers was Mr. Charles E. 
Peers, of Warren county, who was thoroughly 
worn out from work at the convention, He 
was frequently called on to preside and said 
to the PostT-DISPATCH representative 
that he never bad 80 much 
trouble in keeping order in his life, not that 
the convention was not harmonious, but be- 
cause it was full of regular old Democratic 
enthusiasm. Mr. Peers, as is well known, 
was a candidate for Lieutenant Governor, and 
went inte the convention with a very strong 
following, but wus defexted through an acci- 
dental combination of circumstances. 

A reporter asked Mr. Peers to what he at- 
tributed his defeat. 

„Well. it was just this way: 
The Committee on Order of Business 
had arranged for the nomination of Lieuten- 
ant Governor to come immediately after that 
o1 Governor. After Crittenden was nominat- 
ed, be and Marmaduke and Hockaday all 
came in ard 

MADE SPEECHES, 
and then the convention adjourned. If the 
ballot for Lieutenant Governor had been 
taken immediately, I would have been nomi- 
nated certain, bud a delay tillthe next morn- 
ing gave Campbell’s friends time to 
80 around through the country 
delegatrs and tell the friends of 
the various candidates for Supreme Judge 
the best and only way to defeat Martin was to 
nominate Campbell. This had its effect, and 
the next morning Campbell got it by the skin 
of his teeth. But he 
COULD NOT CARRY HIS OWN CITY 

—not even bis own ward. I got 42 out of the 
47 votes from St. Louis, and I think that was 
glory enough.’’ 

„Well, how do you feel over it?“ 

„„Oh. I feel satisfied. Um always ready 
to submit to the will of the majority, though 
that majority may bave been unjustly obtaia- 
ed. You can just say this: No man in Mis- 
1 will work harder for the ticket than ! 
will. 

CHAS. E WARE, 
the well known publisher, was a thoroughly 
disgusted and disappointed man. He went 
uptothe capital this time, as he did two 
years ago, in the interest of 
Judge Carter for Supreme Judge, and came 
home again defeated by that bane 
of conventions, a combination. The convention 
was full of surprise, yet in the maln the slate 
bad prevailed. The ticket as agreed upon 
by a caucus of the heavy counties after Crit- 
tenden had been nominated, was: Peers for 
Lieut.-Governor, Martin for Supreme Judge, 
A for Treasurer, McGrath for Secre- 
tary, Walker for Auditor, McIntyre tor At- 
tcrney-General and Able for Railroad Com- 
missioner. This combination calculated upon 
a very small majority, and it was a series of 
accidents only that broke it. The 
Soutbeast was solid with St. Louis 
for Peers, but had their own favorite, Carter, 
= Supreme Judge. Buchanan county had 
een 
DELIVERED TO CARTER 
by Treasurer Gates, who was very grateful 
to the Judge for going on his bond. When 
Carter was out the Southeast went for Mariia. 
To the surprise of every one Buchanan county 
then cut loose from the Southeast and cast 
their voter for Ray, whom they had opposed 
up to that ballot, and elected him. The re- 
porter expressed his surprise at Holliday’s 
defeat. Mr. Ware called attention 
to the fact that the nudlit- 
0178 own Congressional district 
had gone back on him for purely personal 
reasons. His defeat was a surprise, and the 
tide only set in against him at the last hour. 
When the slate was made, it seemed a sue 
thing that Holliday would break it. After 
losing Carter and Holliday, the Southeast had 
no candidate to offer except Denning. Their 
support of him was far from cordial. Tuey 
allowed him to be defeated, and now the 
great Southeastis without a piace on the 
ticket. This is the natural result of dis- 
sensions. When the Southeast learns io 
came up solid as Gibraltar, the votes of their 
thirty-five counties muy amount to some- 
thing.
